Pe liticthat he would hold his ſtand: in regard there 
is a ſtrong paſle, and hee lay in his advantage: his Majeſtic 
preſently hath a leagure and retrenchments cauſed tobe made 
i | before Naumburzh, to diſcoverand haue a watchfull eye v- 
| pon the furtherintentions of the enemic, the which vpon the 
| 4. of November in a manner fled away from Weiſzenfolz 
after firſt having pillaged Towne and Caſtle: and turned kim- 
ſelfe rowards Luelzen two myles from Lerpſeich: waerevpon 
Y his Majeſtic preſently vponthe 5. of Noveinber three hourcs 
| | __ befereday, aroſe with his Armic from Naumbere, and en- 
countred yerthe ſame day the enemic about two of the clocke 
in the atcernoone, with plying of his ſmall pieces vpon him, 
hee made gine backckilling ſome of his men, and got a ſtan. 
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Fo ardof the enemies dragoners, on which Fortoun and the © 


Romane Eagle was painted, which onour fide was interpre- 
red 45 1 gaod omenand token, andif wehadhadyet 2; houres 
more day, the enemie would haue beene the molt part ruined, 
burnight and a thicke miſt befatling vs,,vee brgannetobec 
quyet on both Tides, | | 

His Majeſtte continued this whole night in the field, ſtan. 
ding in Battalzie igtcnding tp purke and continue this happic 
beginningand to fall on vpentheenemie 2. houres before day: 
bur contrarie to ourhopes andexpeRtation,, there was againe 
ſo thicke a fogge that nothing tothe purpoſecould beeffected, 
ſo that his Majeftie was conftrained to ftay till it was faire day: 
the miſt being diſperſed by the Sunne. Inthe meane whilethe 
enemie hath cauſed:atrenchto be caft vp vponthe floate ditch, 
and expected vs in hisadvantage. Andatter his Majeſtic had 
cauſed morning prayer to bee {aid by Dofour F abritizs, and 
the Sunne by little and little chaſing away the miſt, and it be- 
ing likelyetobeeatiire day; his Majeſtie with moſt moovings 
words exharted all-his Armies both horſe-and foote to fight 
brauely, and ſaid to the Sweds and Finnis. 

My honeſt Brothers behaue your ſelaes wellthis day, and 
fight brauely for the Ward of GO D, andfor your Kine: in 
aoing this yee ſhall obtajine grace and mercie with GOD, and 
honour before all the Werld: and 1 my ſel fe will reward you ho- 
nourablie, but "if yee faile in ſo doing, I proteſt wvnto you that 
none of your bones ſhall come into Sweden againe. 

Tothe Germans his Majeftie ſaid, And you my honeſt 
Dutch b rothers,Ibeſeech you ingenerall to behane your ſelves 
manfully. fight branely with mee, giue no ground, Ifor my part 
ſet my life and blood at the ſtake for your good -with you: will yor 
ftand to meebravely, without queſ{ionit is to bee hoped, G 0 D 
Almightie will eine vs the vittoric: and you and your poſter - 
tie will enjoy the fruites thereof. Brit if you doe not ſo, then tis 
jour Religion and libertie overthrowne, After which hee ſaid;

And with 
that cryed with a lowde voyce' to the Heavens, ſaying; Jeſ# 
feſ#, Teſir, helpe me this day to fight for the honour of thy Name. 
and advancedin this manner with the whole battell faſting, & 
went recciving either meate or drinke vpon the enemic: his 
Majeſtieleading the Vanguard himſelfe, and betweene 9g. 
and 10. of theclocke intheforenoonethe fight beganne, and 
cauſed theenemic at theſame inſtant time the Towne Luelzen 
to bee put on fire intwo places, becauſe wee might not fall y- 
pon him in that place. 

The Swed:fþ blew and yellow regiment were advanced, 
and 5. thor of great Canon diſcharged vpon the enemie, 
which had a fiue double advantage of vs, (wee having but the 
Plaine fields) but the float ditch; their paraper, their muſque- 
tiers, their curraſiers, and their Canon, out of which, hee after 
our 5. ſhottes diſcharged 80. vpon vs: all whichnotwithſtan- 
ding our mendid ſo bravely, that they tooke the ditch & their 
Trench from them, and betweene and 5. of the clocke 7, 
Peices of Artillerie, as alſo diverſe Colours and Cornets, 
and about all this the Encounter hath beene ſo fierce on both 
ſides, that agreat many hath beene ſlaine: afrer we ha4 reco. 
vered the the ſaid 7. Peices, the enemie with his carabats fell 
vpon our baggage (which was but a few Wagons and Coa- 
ches, for allthe reſt were leftbehind inthe Leaguer at Naum. 
|  bure) but were repulſed with notable loſſetothemlſelves, ? wn 
 withall this our Dutch cavallerie lighted in ſome diſorder: 
| but juſtatthe ſame inſtant a miſt hapning againe was the cauſe 
' theenemy tooke no notice ofthis diſorder: which'if hee had 
| perceaved, hee might haue charged vs againe in ſome other 
i lace, and o<cafſioned greater confuſion; but wee were at Jaſt 
ronght in orderagaine, ſo that in my opiruon the miſt did vs 
moregood than harme:with this the enemy tell withall might 
and maine ypon vs againe, and tooke the ſaid 7. Peices from 


vs againe, and diſperſed ſomenregiments of Cavallerie wo

had given ground; vpon which the charge wasreceaved wi 


morecarneſtneſſethanever, and ſome freth regiments (the fie(t \ 


being weake and faint with ſo furious a combat) were by his 
Majeſties command yon: 0h on, which behave1 themlclues 
ſo gallantly, thatnot onely the 7. Peices were recovered a. 


gainc betweene 2. and 3. of the clocke, but alſo 13. moreand. 
all che enemies munition with the loſſe of agreat number of 


his people, all his Cavalleric, and eſpecially his Curahiers re. 
maining dead ypon theplace and the remainder, except 3. re- 
eiments which held themſelves belide a Windmiline in a 
ſconce all began toflie: which made vs imaginethe fight had 
beene at anend andthat wee had abſolutly the vikorie, and 
wee left off ſhooting for halfeanhoure, andall was quyer. - 
After this the enemie turned about -againe tocharge vs and 


as weewere afterwards informed by the priſoners, as alſo by 


the relation in wryting of our commander at Ha/!, was Pappin- 
hamejuſt at the ſame time with ſundry regiments of freſh folke 
arryved, which the day before Walſten not thinking that wee 
would a haue fallen on him, was gonetowards ?a# to attempe 
the ſame towne, but vpon this occaſion inall haſt commanded 
backs. 

At thisarryvall the fugitives did relye themſclves againe 
and charged againe with the reſt, where the fight was conti- 
nued 2gaine vnrilt night, withſuch earneſtneſſe of both fides 
that there was nothing elſe ro bee hcard or ſcene, butthethun. 
ering Canon, andthe haile ſhot of Muſquer bullets, and this 
laſt encounter was more hard and furious then the firſt: yet at 
the laſt throughthe gracious helpc and aſſiſtance of the higheſt 
and the Heroicall yalour of his cxccllent Duke Bernhard of 
Saxon Weimer, which at this time his Majeſtic being dange- 
roufly and deadly wounded in the firit encounter, comman- 


d2d1n chicte, the victoric isfallen vpon our {1dc,and theenemy 


rooke hisflighttoward Leipſeichar 9. of the clocke at nighr 
with few of his people, firing his Leaguer, and leaving behind> 
| ſons 
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ne of his baggage, and three Pieces of Artillierie, which-in- 
decde hee tookealong with him, but was not able to bring 
them forward, in regard of the darke night wee were not able 
to purſuehim, and the more, becauſe ir was thought he would 
ſand againe the next morning and expe another charge, + 

-- This isindeed a glorious and excceding great viorie, for 
the which wee are not able to render ſufficientthankes to the 
Almighty* GOD: For on the enemies ſide by the confeſiion 
of the priſoners, and the view ofthe place of the Battcll, where 
dead men lay halfea mans height one art the top of another: 
doth teſtificisflaine and wounded the two third parts of his : 
Armie among them... Pappenhem him(elfe, and moſt of the 
chicfe commanders, all their whole artillerie and munitions 
raken from them, and the ſmall remainder put to flight. 

Yet in-conſideration of the death of our moſt worthie of . 
Slorie, moſt Chriftian, and inallthe{world molt praiſed, and 

amous, nothing to bee valved. 

His Majzſtie of moſt high and bleſſed memorie being inthe 
fir encounter, was ſhot firſt of all in his Arme, afterwards - 
behind in his backe, and laſtly witha Piſtoll into his head, anc 
allo rendred vp his ſoule as a facrifice torhe-LORD TESVS, 
and ſpent his RoyalF blood; and ventred his life and body 
withthe Proteſtant EleQors, Princes, and States of Germaz y, 
forthe maintenance of your Religion, & the:recoverie of ycur 
loſt liberties. 

Of our fides as farreas I know. is not any great comman.- 
der ſlaine but generall Major 7er: yct therearea great many 
hurt, amongſt which the Prince _4»hault, Count Nets Co. 
lonell: 1Yiachlex Colonell, Walſtein and others, but aut dead- 
ly: but how many bee ſine of our men, cannot as yet bce ex- 
Aly knowne till wee come tothe generall rendevouz:. yer 
the Swe? þ blew and ycllow regiments ef foote, Duke Bex- 
herds the Prinze of Anhault, the Count Zennenſtents, and Co- 
tonell Brandeſtins regiment of Horle haue ſuffered:great:'dam- 

age. 
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2ge. Afﬀeerallthis his grace Duke Benhard of Weimer \«, 
being general] overthe armie which as yet conliſts of 15000; 
Ls men], retreated himſelfe with his people to Weiſzenfolz, to. 
} reſt therea little while, andto expect his highneſle the Electof ? 
of Saxon and Duke: George of Lunenburgh withtheir forces, | 
which werenor preſent at this encounter and{oioyntly with | 
: them to purſuethe victorie. |

4 | themſclves thankfull towards themoſt deſolate, moſt pious, | 
and religious Queene,as alſo the Crowne of Sweders high ang' 
inferior officers, which are reſolved to'venter all with a4 
But if ſo bee (the which God gratiouſly avert ) they ſhould ſe- 
parate themſelves, and ſuffer themſelves to bee divided by o- 
ther counſells; then might that happen, waich the moſt glori- 
ous King ſhortly before his death did propheſic: namely, that 
both their religion and libertie were overthrowne. 
By this relation I cannot omitt theſe enſuing wordes which 

his bleſſed moſt royall Majeſtic manietimes, and yet but three 
daycs before the battell did ſpeake at Naumburgh to Doftor 
Fabrititus, Gool Maſler Doctor, the buſineſſe [tani:th well, 
aad all ſucceedeth according to our wiſhes, but Ifeare mee: Ifeare 
mee,vecanſe that everie bodie doeth ſy reverence, and maziifie 
»e,and hold me ina maner for a god,God wi! punijh me pne time 
or another for that cauſe: yet God knoweth that Iam not pleaſed 
withit. Nowlet happen tomee what my moſt loving Godwill

| epleaſed. SureTam, that hee will perfeft and bring to an ed 
1 the buſineſie, becauſe it concerneth the honour of his Name.

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Thus much the King. 

This I thought good in briefe to relate to you, aſmuch as 
my ſelfe could learne and informe of, which was my ſelfe pre- 
ſent from the beginning to the end of this great capirall bar- 
tell, Cin compariſon of which the former battell of Zeipſich 
15 notto bee eſteemed) whichiafted nine whole houres. I be- 
ſeech the moſt High thar hee would bee pleaſed to affilt my 
gratious Queene, and all the 'Counſell and Officers of the 
Crowne of Sweden with the ſpirit of comfort and conſolation, 
that they in a' Chriſtian patience may after the lofle of ſo grear 
2 Treaſureas their King and Lord reccive godly comfort un 0- 
ther waycs. 

Our of all, this is manifeſt to perceive, that not wee, but 
GOD Almightie is abſolute maſter of all our willes, lives, 
thoughts and ſpirits: and indeed wee may in ſo much the more 
patience comfort our ſelves, becauſe'our King hath ended his 
courſe of life in the higheſt degree of immortall glorte, beeing 
and remaining before his death, in his death, and after his 
death ſtill victorious. His blefled Majeſtic his corps is carri. 
edin a Coach with the Armic in perſute of the enemie, till fur- 
ther order come at his Queenes arrivall, and the Chancellour 
Oxenftein. | 

What further will happen I ſhall heercafter Jet you know: 
theroyall Chancellerie 1s conveyed to Erdfoord, where they 
nd the Chancellors comming. 

This is memorablethat his grace Duke Bernhard of Saxon 
when Coloncll XK aiphanſen brought him the poſt of the Kings 

( now bleſſed) deceaſe, his grace veric heroically anſwered 
then, I deſire tolinen» longer, and with that charged rhe e- 
nemie with that courageand Heroicall valour that it 15 not 
to bee expreſied.
